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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The renriarks presented by the applicant's 
representative are not found to be persuasive. In response to Applicant's argument that there is no suggestion to combine the references, 
the Examiner recognizes that references cannot be arbitrarily combined and that there must be some reason why one skilled in the art 
would be motivated to make the proposed combination of primary and secondary references. In re Nomiya, 184 USPQ 607 (CCPA 
1975). However, there is no requirement that a motivation to make the modification be expressly articulated. The test for combining 
references is what the combination of disclosures taken as a whole would suggest to one of ordinary skill in the art. In re McLaughlin, 
170 USPQ 209 (CCPA 1971) references are evaluated by what they suggest to one versed in the art, rather than by their specific 
disclosures. In re Bozek, 163 USPQ 545 (CCPA 1969). In this case, .the motivations may not be found in the exact word-by-word 
teachings of the art cited by the examiner, but one of ordinary skill in the art would clearly appreciate that arranging the sensing means in 
a .well known coplanar manner produces advantages which are nothing more than expected. Also, applicant's claim language fails to 
clearly indicate how the force sensor is structurally configured, and therefore any sensor, which directly or indirectly monitors force, is 
capable of fitting applicants claimed subject matter (Refer to. Response to Arguments). 
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
